SCIENTISTS MAKE DISCOVERIES. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.; 

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
Aug. 7.— The expedition conducted by 
Prof. John C. Merriam of the 
logical Department of the University, 
exploring and excavating among the 
caves of Shasta county, has made 
several new finds of interest to sei- 
ence. Two new caves discovered have 
proved very rich in paleontological re- 
mains, yielding up the bones of ani- 
mals now extinct and of a — 
hitherto unknown to scientists. 
of mountain lions, bison, wolf, porcu- 
pine, cave bear and ground sloth were 
found with all the bones of the ex- 
tinct porcupine, and also an almost 
complete specimen of Urus Forlindi. 
a mall cave bear. 

In one of these caves an old tradi- 
tion had it that an Indian woman 
wandering about had stumbled into a 
well, the bottom of which could never 
be reached. This well was explored, 
and at the bottom they found the 
skeleton of a woman, ‘airly well pre- 
served, whom they jud to have 
fallen or been thrown in the well 
about 100 years ago. All the specimens 
will be shipped to the university.

Tia Juana Weddings Absurd 
Farce Comedies. 


— — 


Not Propecly Tied. 
Not Sanction it. 


Were you married in Tia Juana? 
Forget it. Twasn't legal. 

Yesterday, in connection with a pro- 
bate case on trial before Judge Alien, 
this startling fact developed; that the 
custom of rushing down into Mexico 
be married has not the sanction of law. 

This affects hundreds of people liy- 
ing in Southern California. 

Tia Juana, just over the border and 
a pleasant ride from San Diego, has 
become a veritable Gretna Green. 
Couples who for one reason or an- 
other—usually divorce—can’t be mar- 
ried at home, have been in the habit 
| of driving down over the line; taking 


taurants; getting married before, the 
Mexican justice of the peace, and com- 
ing back serenely believing themselves 
to be properly hitched.“ 

As the law was reported by two 
prominent lawyers in Judge Allen's 
court yesterday, after consultation 
with the Mexican ‘authorities, these 
marriages are nothing more than ab- 
surd farce comedies and a disgrace to 
the parties concerned. 

To be married on Mexican soil you 
must have lived in the district for at 
least six months next previous to the 
marriage. The marriage cannot be per- 
formed by any but a judg® of “first in- 
stance’ (corresponding very much to 
our Superior judges.) Before the wed- 
ding can take place, the dans must 
be posted in some conspicuous place in 
the old-fashioned way for at least - 
teen days. Finally, there must be two 
witnesses who can and do swear that 
the ag ee parties are legally ca- 
pable of forming the union, and have 
all the necessary legal requirements. 
After the marriage, the magistrate is 
— — to make a record of the pro- 

ngs.

Indeed, the drummer will have to understand the sys- 
tem of Russia land ownership in order to do his work 
well. He will find that about one-third of all the land 
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here belongs to the state and imperial family. The Czar — 
owns more than 400,000,000 acres in Europe alone. Muen 
of this land is under cultivation, and his agents buy 
farming machinery in enormous quantities. Many of 
them are susceptible to persuasion, and a judicious pres- 
ent at the right time will help a sale 

A second third of European Russia belongs to the 
peasants. It came to them when the Czar [reed the 
serfs. This was at about the same time as our aboli- 
tion movement. We freed 3,000,000 negroes, at a cost 
of hundreds of thousands of lives and a big national 
debt. Russia freed fifty millions without losing one life 
and it gave every man, woman and child, on the aver- 
age, about seven acres of land. It did not give the land 
to the individuals, however, but to the villages, and these 
villages apportion them out from time to time among 
the families. 

This land was taken from the nobles, but they were * 
paid for it. The serfs had been working the lands and

the villages and enough land about them to average 


hundred families got thirty-three hundred acres of land 
in common. This land is stil so held, and the village 
as a whole is responsible for the taxes.

Thus, a little town may have a half-dozen 
threshers, mowers and reapers, and a good American 
drummer may get a big order at one clip.

The room on the left of the large entrance hall we 
found to be a huge billiard-room lit by electricity, and 
with patent chalkers for the cues. The Rajah pointed 
with modest pride to the floor of inlaid wood, which he 
had had sent from England, a most dreadful looking 
floor stained, with scratches and destitute of oil or pol- 
ish of any kind. Col. R——e, having a kind heart, said 
casually that he thought the makers ought to have sent 
polish or wax for it when they sent the floor, at which 
the Rajah looked interested, and asked how it was 
used, so Mrs. R——e carefully explained that in England 
such a floor was always either waxed or oiled, and that 
it greatly improved its appearance, and said that the 
polish could be found, she thought, at Calcwtta.

The three islands at present vacant are the Gough, the t 3 


Nightingale, and the Inaccessible. The name of the lat- 
ter suggests the passibility of successfully evading the 
government rent collector on his annual visit. The 
islands are near—as distance is measured in those lati- 11 
tudes—to Tristan d' Acunha, of which the Colonial Office 
gives a full description: 
“The population remains practically stationary, as the 
younger or more ambitious settlers migrate in batches to 
the Cape. The inhabitants practically enjoy their pcs- 
sessions in common, and there is no strong drink in the 
island, and no crime. It was at one time proposed to 
give them laws and a regular government, but this was 
found unnecessary for the above reasons, and they re- 
main under the moral rule of their oldest inhabitant.” 
To intending leaseholders, a little further information 
may be serviceable. This country took formal posses- 
sion in 1817 by a company of British artillery, whose 
duty it was to prevent any attempt at escape on the part. 
of Napoleon, who was then a prisoner at St. Helena. 
When the fallen great man died in 1821, the soldiers 
were withdrawn with the exception of a corporal na- 
Glass and two companions. They proved to be the 
founders of the present settlement. By 1829 the popula- 
tion had increased to twenty-seven. In 1887 the census.

Twin Falls, second and third, respectively, in importance 
to great Niagara. The last named have -a fall of 184 
feet. A tremendous lot of good water has plunged over 
that precipice, and gone to waste. Sloping gently to the 
westward from these falls is a tract of land 244,000 acres 
in extent, which is as barren as a floor, and where the 
summer sun is generally hot enough to blister the back 
of a jack rabbit. If the water can be saved from the falls 
and distributed over that area, almost anything will grow 
upon it. That has been proven. The task of saving it 
is now under way. The whole scheme of canals and 
laterals will constitute a system requiring over 1000 
miles of excavation. The main canal will be aighty 
feet wide at the botiom, and will carry a volume of 
water ten feet in depth. The farthest point where water 
will be delivered will be seventy miles from the falls. 
By the State of Idaho making application, the land to be 
reclaimed by this scheme has been withdrawn from the 
puolic domain. This means that the United States 


agency of the Jordan River, a stream which flows out of 
the Utah Lake into the great Salt Lake. During the 
freshets great quantities of pure, precious water from 
the upper body are carried into the great dead sea, and 
lost. The plan of deepening the upper lake will make 
it a reservoir to retain the surplus water, so that it can 
be used to gladden into life the yearning soil of the 
valley. A district thirty miles in extent will de re- 
deemed by this plan. It should be understood that 
twenty acres of irrigated land is about as productive as 
100 acres of prairie sail, so this district, thirty miles 
wide, is really equal to a strip of 150 miles of new terri- 
torn in the rain belt. The authorities estimate that it 
will support over 5000 families. |

apes. But dryopithecus has proved to be less man-like 
than even the chimpanzee. 

Then a second species was discovered. It has been 
named Pliopithecus. It was spread well over Europe in 
the Miocene period, and if any living zoélogist could have 
met the creature in the tropical forests he would have 
been amazed at its resemblance to an ape that is living 
today. It is that particular form of man-like ape which 
is least familiar and interesting to the public—the 
gibbon. 

In their whole structure the gibbons are undoubtedly 
man-like apes. But in many anatomical! characteristics 
they approach nearer to the lower monkeys than do 
orang-outangs, gorillas or chimpanzees. 

The gibbon doe not strike us at first sight like a 
man-like ape, but rather as a tesquel y-exaggerated 
caricature of the true monkey. e has arms so ludi- 
crously long that they are like fantastic trick limbs,

And yet in this queer fellow is a quality that brings 
him close to man. Of all monkeys, the gibbon is the 
one that most decidedly walks upright. . 

The orang-outang “walks” with legs bent, while his 
arms reach forward so far that his hands touch the 
ground and serve as supports. The role of the foot does 
not strike the ground with. its full breadth. 

The gibbon, too, is pretty clumsy in his walk. But he 
does not use his immense arms as supports. He raises 
them higher than his head, and bends them so at the 
elbow and wrist that they form a kind of 
counterpoise, Tike a balancing pole. At the 


| branches remains the gibbon, unaltered, lasting to the 
‘present day. Another develops itself into man-like apes 
like the gorilla, champanzee and orang. And the third 
branch, still veiled in mystery, leads to man. 

The ape-man, then, must stand between man and the 
archgibbon. Our deductions would lead us to imagine 


this ape-man as having shorter arms than the gibbon of 


today. His legs and feet would have to be suited better 
to upright walking than those of today’s gibbon.

OBSERVATIONS OF A CALIFORNIA 
TOURIST IN EUROPE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
RESDEN, July 8, 1903.—The traveler's delight is 
happy, jovial Munich, with its contraries of art gal- 
leries and beer gardens, and it is most difficult to 

to say to which the government pays the most attention. 
Certain it is that if its museums and galleries are 
the world over, its breweries and German beer- 
more so. And a characteristic sight these 
people are, where the precious beverage 
under the governmental eye, from the purest 
hops, absolutety unadulterated, is served 
stamped again under strict governmental 


Supervision, which warrants the contents of each stein as 


absolutely up to the standard and correct. 
‘And to see the Muenchener drink his beor is to realize 

his deep and lasting appreciation of his country’s regard 

for his welfare. He drinks it with a quiet, serious atten- 


_ tion worthy of the cause, the operation of emptying a 


mug lasting an hour or more, while he sits in quiet en- 
joyment ‘of his newspapers and his neighbors, or in 
simple, friendly conversation with his friends. Fre- 
quently his better half shares the mug with him, and 
often as many as three boon companions enjoy a frugal 
economical treat, as the stein, a true loving cup, goes the 
rounds, slowly and surely, from one to the other. Oh, 
what a lesson of nerve-building force to the neuras- 
thenic American, who takes his refreshments at a gulp, 
and considers noise and bustle and excitement the re- 
quirements an evening's entertainment. For be it 
understood, over a couple of mugs the German can spend 
the entire evening hours, from supper time until che time 
for sleep. 


An Appreciation of Fusakfurters. 


In ancient times, on the Olympian heights, the gods 
did feast on nectar and ambrosia, and modern thought 
in culimary art exhibits as its highest triumph a frog 
poulette or terrapin a la Maryland. The Eskimo loves 
his tallow, the Indian his venison—while perhaps the 
proud Chicagoan could suggest no more toothsome bite 
than his own fat, grunting porker. t to my humble 
taste, let the poet who desires place with the immortals 
pick up his pen in honor of those fat, succulent, juicy 
morsels that rank here under the plebeian name.of 
“Frankfurters.” Sausages, plain and simpie, they are: 
to be sure, but such as they are the edible is raised to 
the dignity of a delicacy, and ever after eating the 
thought of them must be indelibly associated with all 
memory of Munich. But to desist from further tribute 
to their charms and return to the Bierstube. 

At some of these halls there are nightly fine concerts 
by military bands, where by the payment of a few cents 
extra oné may enjoy an evening of music—the best of the 
classics—for Wagner and Strauss and Weber satisfy 
a German and rest him after his day’s labors. But most 
characteristic of all is the stube called the Hofbrau. 
Here are three floors of an immense building. The 
ground floor is reserved for the common people, or, bet-

to be had a few cents cheaper, owing to the fact that 
each drinker serves himself, carrying his own mug to 
the barrel where the beer stands on tap. And here, at 
row after row of tables, sit the people with their full 
beer mugs, in a smoky, dense atmosphere, typically 
Bohamian, with a beer-wet pavement. 


No “Treating” There. | 


And leading to this hall, even more characteristic, is 
a court, paved wiih ordinary cobbles, open to the sky, 
with immense beer barrels for seats, occupied by any 
number of happy “twos,” contentedly quaffing from the 
same mug. Around this court are smaller tables, where 
some indulge in the material refreshment of sand- 
wiches as wall. And beer and barrels and people and 
mugs and cobbles, all blend in a unique and novel whote. 

The second floor is what we should cali the restaurant 
proper, fcr here the small tables are dignified with 
tablecloths. But on the third floor, again, the long 
tables are innocent of covering of any sort, and the im- 
mense hal} with its seating capacity of a thousand per- 
sons, is always full of the soberest of Germans, enjoy 
company and beer In quietest fashion. 

No one pays for another's beer, and no one treats. In 
fact, treating, all in all, is a phase of life that comes 
not within the ken of the well-regulated German. He 
calls upon you, accompanied by his “lady,” and with cere- 
monial and strict observance of all etiquettical rule, in- 
vites you to join him at dinner at some well-know® 


palace at Munich, with ite magnificent apartments on 
the ground floor, adorned with the wonderful frescoes 
by the painter Schuon, thet were the inspiration of 
Wagner, and the other summer residences for royal occu- 
pation, were sufficient for any man. But the palace at

now is but a place for show, one must pause and truly 
marvel at the taste and lavishness of the maghificence, 
at the harmony of the whole apartments, heavy with 
gold-embroidered draperies, that are weighted down with 
threaded builion, and velvet walls that match this gor- 
geousness; at the quantity of gold in furniture and 
railings, and bas-reliefs—g)ittering gold wherever it can 
possibly be used.

But if one be disposed to doubt a m&dman’s ability to 
furnish so harmoniously, there are strange things about 
this palace that satisfy one’s mind on this point. The 
gorgeous royal bedroom, leading down stairs to a large 
private bath, which in turn adjoins a mirror-walled 
dressing-room, was occupied but twenty-two times. And 
up and down the dazzling gallery of mirrors, solitary, 
night after night, the mad King would promenade, 
lighted by the 2500 candles of the room. But first, victim 
of his own hallucination and fearful imaginings, dis- 
pensing even with an attendant by his side, he dined in 
the gorgeous dining-room, quite alone, the table with 
his food ascending and descending through the foor.

Women’s Hard Work. 


Another thing that strikes absolute wonder in one’s 
mind is the labor here of the women. Americans in 
general do not make pack horses nor dray horses of their 
wives. But here it is no unusual sight to see a wagon 
laden high with wares, drawn by the woman and the dog, 
the lazy lord and master stretched out most comfort- 
ably, sleeping on the top. And in the fields the women 
toil as hard and harder than the men, hoeing, plowing. 
cutting and gathering the grain. Barefooted, they carry 
the heaviest of burdens on their back, the oldest wome1 
staggering under their loads of wood. While l through 
the public parks in Austria and Germany they labor as 
public gardeners, and in Munich we even saw women 
acting as ordinary laborers, carrying the bricks for bun- 
ing purposes. And you may be sure they are not recoiv- 
ing four dollars, either, or an eight-hour day, and then 
striking because six dollars is not the days pay. 


Ancient Methods of Labor. 
But, oh dear me! what backwerd methods are em- 


| ployed here at work, what primitive returns to old 


hand labor. At the potteries the workman employs his 
feet turning his wheels, as busily as his hands. In the 
fields the hand scythe and the rake are the sole im- 
plements of harvest gathering, and at Vienna, in the 
parks, we even saw the trees watered by the gardeners 
with a hand hose out of a little pail The man is 
cheaper than the machinery.

STRANGE CONTRADICTIONS OF SEN- 
TIMENT—PRIMITIVE CUSTOMS. 


By a Special Contributor. 
LATHOUGH the Russian government is an absolute 
monarchy, the people themselves are essentially 
democratic. There is little or no outward reverence 
for rank. Even in St. Petersburg, when the court is in 
residence, the highest titular nobles move about without 
receiving the slightest attention from any one. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Harwood, member of Parliament for Lanca- 
shire, it is not merely isolated incidents that strike one, 
as the general atmosphere diffused everywhere much re- 
sembles that of a boy’s public school, perhaps the best 
type of republicanism to be found in the world. Russian 
servants addreas their masters by their Christian names. 
Strangers are commonly addressed as “Little Father.” 
Occasionally the attendant of the Czar speaks to him as 
“Nicholas, the son of Alexander.” Mr. Howard leans to 
the view that this is the result of a deep-grained na- 
tional characteristic rather than that of a boyish stage 
of nationa] development, and that it can be only a ques- 
tion of time and of education for a great social and 
political upheaval to occur in Russia, which in spite of 
the long continuation of servitude, has been little touched 
by feudalism; wherefore, the feeling of natural equality 
remains so strong. , 
Boston is a city of churches, but Moscow contains over 
nine hundred. As to schools, Mr. Howard writes that 
he never came across one, either small or large. The 
amount devoted to public education is léas than one mill 
on the dollar of the public taxation, and this will ex- 
plain the extraordinary degree of ignorance of the aver- 
age Russian. Very few of her lower class can read, he

ALBANIAN TRIBAL LAWS. 
AN ISTERESTING RELIC OF PRIMITIVE FOLK 
Wirnour A PARALLEL. 


{Pall Mall Gazette:] The tribal organization of the 
Albanians constitutes an extremely .interesting relic of 


and has probably changed but little since the dawn of 
history. The Turkish government exercises some au- 
thority in the towns and along the coast, but the inhab- 
itants of the mountain districts are quite unsubdued. 
They pay no taxes and are exempt from military service, 
save in the cage of invasion; but many of them serve as 
volunteers in the Turkish ranke, and the country hag 
given more than one first-rate general to the Sultan. 
Every Albanian is allowed to carry arms, Christian and 
Mohammedan alike, che former. indeed, being quite as 
good a fighter and quite as independent as the latter. 

| ‘The two chief sections of the population are the Ghegs, 
who occupy the northern part of the country, and the 
Tosks, in the south. But both are divided into a number | 
of tribes forming district communities, living apart from |

Intertribal warfare is almost epidemic and the var- 
ious families of each tribe are often at war with each 
other, the result being a state bordering on anarchy. Bus 
occasionally a arge section of the Albanians will unite 
against a common enemy, such as the Serbs or the 
Montencgrins, or the Turkish authorities, for although 
devoted to the person of the Sultan, they will brook no 
imterference with their privileges, and are as ready to 
murder a Turkish official in the streets of Scutari in 
broad daylight as to dispatch a private enemy in the 
mountain fastnessesr. The diak, or vendetta, is the basics 
of Albanian society, and it is regulated down to the mi- 
nutest details by the mountain law. If a man receives 
an insult he is bound to avenge it by murdering the of- 
fender. This he may not do by lying in ambush, but 
must first show himself before his adversary, although 
he is not bound to wait till the latter is on his guard. If, 
however, a relation of his has been murdered, he can re- 
taliate by any means, including treachery. If he suc 
ceeds in slaying the slayer, the latter’s relations try to 
slay him, and so on ad infinitum. 

Sometimes when an equal number of murders has been 
committed on both sides, the elders of the clan meet and 
cecide that the blood feud must cease. If any one dis- 
obeys this injunction his house will be burned down by 
order of the bayraktar. But often the feud is handed 
down from father to son, and only ends when one or the 
o her of the families. concerned is wiped out. If only an 
Insult has been offered, and no blood has been shed,-the 
dispute may be settled by pecuniary compensation. Cer- 
taln persons are considered exempt from the vendetta— 
women, children and priests. To kill a woman is the 
most abominable of all crimes, and can only be atoned 
for by two lives. If she has been killed by accident, how- 
ever, the murderer compensates the relatives by paying 
three “purses” (about 300 francs) or more. At the same 
time women have to do all the hard work for their lords 
and masters, who are much too busy fighting to devote 
themselves to labor. If a woman is unfaithful to her 
husband, the latter must prove her offense to tbe satis- 
faction of her relatives, who then present him with a 
cartridge. This gives him the right to shoot his erring 
spouse without incurring the vengeance of her family.

In Bulgaria’s Cemeteries. | 
HIS town if Uskub is surrounded by cemeteries. 
Acres upon acres of curved-top stones and capped 
ones—over the bones of women and men respectively— 
sweep off in every direction, and great stretches of old 
burying grounds reach into the town. 
In the Christian cemetery, Servian and Bulgarian 
priests were swinging incense and murmuring prayers. 
Burning tapers were stuck in new made graves, and 


here cakes and pans of boiled wheat and all the best 


things the survivors could afford were placed, each dish 
decorated with tinsel paper of silver or gold. 


Around the cemetery—this giaour cemetery—stood 
gipsy women in their bloomer trousers, with naked ba- 
bies on their hips. The husbands of these wild crea- 
tures are the worst of Bashi-bazouks; but this does not 
prevent them plying their alternative trade of begging 
at times when they are prohibited from plundering. 


When the ceremonies for the dead were over, all the 
food was gathered. The priests lined up and the gipsies 
beside them, and the peasants passed down the row, 
offering their pans to the black-garbed men to take what 
they would. Then they dished out what was left to the 
Mohammedans. 

The Buigarians are not too proud to accept anything 
that is offered them; but they are thrifty; and would 
rather turn an honest piaster than beg or steal. You 
never see a Bulgar among the hordes of purposely 
maimed beggars and impostors who beset you for back- 
sheesh all over Turkey.—I London Express. 


A Russian Traveler at Lhasa. 


N interesting lecture was given recently before the 

Russian Imperial Geographical Society at St. Peters- 
burg by M. Zybikoff, a Russian explorer, who had just re- 
turned from Thibet, where he had resided for twelve 
months in its capital. Lhasa. M. Zybikoff is really a 
Buriat and a Buddhist. In language and religion he ‘s 
scarcely to be distinguished from a Thibetan himself. 
Moreover, he entered Thibet as a lama with a caravan 
of pilgrims going to pay their tribute of respect and ven- 
eration to the Delai, or Great Ocean Lama, the Pope of 
the Buddhist world. Having called attention to the bar- 
renness of the northern divisions of the country and to 
the absence of cultivation, which seems to commence at 
a distance of only sixty miles from Lhasa, the lecturer 
next went on to say that ihe estimated population was 
undoubtedly exaggerated. In Thibet proper he did not 
think there are more than a million inhabitants, and 
these are decreasing owing to the ravages of smallpox 
and the large number of priests pledged to celibacy. He 
said: “The population is composed of Thibetans, who 
call themselves Ovos, Chinese, Hindus, and Mongols, 
The Chinese who inhabit Thibet are almost all mer- 
chants or soldiers They only spend there a few 
years until relieved. During their stay in the country 
they take native girls as concubines, and the male chil- 
dren are considered Chinese and the female Thibetans. 
Many skillful workmen from Nepaul are employed as 
sculptors and jewelers in the temples. Almost the whole 
of Centra? Thibet belongs to the Dalai Lama, who is ex- 
tending his proprietorship more and more. Thibetan 
cooking is not very appetizing. The principal dishes are 
soups prepared from barley meal and pounded bones, 
curded milk, vegetables served in seas of butter, and un- 
cooked meat. 


“A spirit is extracted from wheat that costs under a 
halfpenny a pint. The morality of the Thibetans is very 
low. Both polyandry and polgyamy flourish. The 
people spend a good deal on fine clothes, and the wealthy 
are like walking jewelers’ shops. Labor is very badly 
paid. If you give a priest sixpence, he will say his best 
prayers on your behalf for a whole day. The popuia- 
tion of Lhasa itself does not exceed 10,000, but there are 
always many pilgrims, merchants, and work people pass- 
ing through. In the middle of the town, which has a 
circumference of about seven miles, stands the celebrated 
temple, containing the gigantic bronze statue of Buddha. 


On the head of the statue is a gold crown, decorated with 


precious stones. Round the statue lamps fed with melted 
butter are kept constantly burning. Near the temple is 
a large courtyard, in which thousands of lames assemble 
twice a year to say prayers for the Delai Lama and the 
Emperor of China. The residence of the Delal Lama is 
on a mountain three-quarters of a mile from Lhasa, and 
close to it is another palace used as the treasury, the 
high school of theology and medicine, the residence of 
1200 court functionaries and 500 monks, and the state 
prison. The Thibetan officials are corrupt to the last 
degree; and every one of them has his price, and thinks 
only of enriching himself. The army is worthless; the 


men are armed with old muskets and bows.” M. Zybi-. 


koff succeeded in bringing away with him a collection 
of Thibetan manuscripts, some of ancient date. [London 
Times.

Some idea of the dimensions of the remount business 
may be had from the statement that 188,718 horses were 
purchased during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1864. 
During the firat eight months of that year the cavalry of 
the Army of the Potomac was supplied with two complete 
remounts, which required 40,000 horses. The total num- 
ber of mules and horses required to keep up the supply 
for all armies was 500 each day, and the data collected 
showed that for every two meu of the whole force em- 
ployed one animal was required in the ranks or trains. 
The recent experience of the British army in South 
Africa indicates that the loss of animals in the Civil War 
was not exceptional, and that whenever campaigns are 
undertaken in a sparsely-settied country history will re- 
peat itself.—[United States Service Review.

THE NEW BATHING SUIT. 


UNLIKE Its PREDECESSORS, IT IS A 


: THING OF BEAUTY.

EW YORK, July F. — With the tbermom- 
eter well up in the nineteies, a sweltering 
world thinks continually of bathing cos- 
tumes—and even ready-made bathing clothes this 


summer are coquettish, durable, with silken sheens, 
rich contrast of color, and cut distractingly becoming. 


Once upon a time even the sea toilette fashioned to 
order held a bitter sting for the unshapely. None but 
the most flawless beauty could stand its villifying test. 
Today things are otherwise. With bathing corsets to 
hold her figure within bounds, even the too-stoul woman 
may take her healthful-dip without seeming a spectacle. 

Gloria is a material advised for substantial mermaids, 
and if it is dark blue with no contrasts of color it will 
be more slimming in tendency. A cerlain elegance. 
which may be described as Quakerish, is achieved by the 
bathing costumes in gray gloria. Not a ecrap of trim- 
ming relieves this quiet color, which is in pale silvery or 
blue tones. Tailor stitchi is used on the hems with 
neat effect, and sometimes a slender waist is girdled with 


a soft sash of the same material. Stockings in the same

THE FLORAL GARNITURE GIVES A CHARMING.

Don't follow fashion blindly in regard to coiffure if 
you would have artistic proportions, and bring out the 
best expression of the face. 

Don't attempt floral garniture without first studying 
the shape of the head and setting contrasts between the 
flowers and the hair.

NOT SO BAD AS PAINTED. 


THE VENOMOUS REPTILES AND INSECTS OF ARI- 
ZONA TERRITORY.

The object of this article is to give information,

plain, honest information, the result of careful ob- 
servation for a period of nearly ten years spent in 
Arizona, and to correct the misconceived ideas that 
many Eastern people entertain on the subject. 

The writer lays no claim to scientific knowledge, and 
the “pizen things’ I wil! describe will not be called by 
their Latin names (I don't know em,) but by the com- 
mon every-day names that will be recognized by all Ari- 
zonians. 

First, let me arrange a list of all the reptiles, insects, 
etc., known in Arizona, that are venomous: Rattle- 
stakes, vipers, coral enakes, Gila monsters, centipedes, 
scorpions, tarantulas, black spiders, vinegarones, Huala- 
pai tizers, hydrophobia skunks. 


and the resident of a land that has none of them win 
be apt to shudder, and say “Ow! I wouldn't like to live 
in a country that shelters all of those poisonous things 

But let us go a little deeper. I will take those “pizen 
critters” in the order named, and we will see how bad 
they really are, and how much they are to be feared. 

Rattlesnakes need not be described; they are common 
to most parts of the United States, and we all know that 
they are venomous to a deadly degree, but (and you 
want to read that word but, as though it were in italics) 
while Arizona has several varieties of rattlesnakes, in- 
cluding the sidewinder. the diamond-back, and a vari- 
ety called the mountain rattler, that has several black 
and white bands around the tail, yet you might travel 
for weeks in Arizona, and not see one rattlesnake. When 
I first came to Arizona I expected to find a rattlesnake 
coiled in every bush and clump of grass. What I did 
(or did not) find was this. During these years I have 
traveled over a great part of the Territory, afoot, herse- 
back, and in wagons, and I don’t think I have seen more 
than ten rattlers. I am very sure I have not seen 
_twenty. I do not think it would be exaggeration to say 
that there are several counties in Pennsylvania, any one 
| of which shelters more rattlesnakes Than does all of 

Arizona. 

Vipers. Well. I have heard that there were some in 
Arizona. I have seen none, nor have I seen anyone else 
who has, so I don’t think much danger need be feared 
from vipers. 

The coral snake is a very pretty reptile, marked with 
black, white, and red bands about a half inch wide. 
These reptiles are said to be extremely venomous, but 
they are very scarce. I have seen but two; one was 
preserved in alcoho], the other I helped to kill. 

The next on my list is the famous Gila monster, a 
grayish colored lizard with terra cotta markings. It is 
shaped like an alligator, but the hind legs are pretty well 
back, and look as though they were rather a part of the 
tail, than of the body. The tail is thick, and blunt at the 
end. The length of the reptile is sometimes as great as 
eighteen inches, the eyes are small and beady, and the 
tongue long and black. 

Certainly they are no beauties, and it is equally as 
certain that their bite is sufficiently poisonous to have 
proven fatal; but, kind sirs, they won't bite you if you 
don't provoke them to it. They ere sluggish in their 
movements, and I believe, if not molested and angered, 
perfectly harmless; the few cases known of people be- 
ing bitten, resulting from the reptile being teased and 
provoked by “smart Alecks,” who said, “Oh!, you can’t 
make em bite, and they ain't poison if they do bite.” 
That brand of idiot gets it in the neck in all countries: 
the gun that isn’t loaded beating venom ten to one.. 

Is the Gila monster plentiful? Of the half dozen or so 
that I have seen, all but one were in captivity, and con- 
sidered as curiosities.

Next we will consider the centipede, which, with the a 


scorpion, is the most plentiful of the venomous things. 


The centipede is a mean-looking “crifter,” with his six- | 


teen legs on each side, each foot with a stinger in it, 


| besides a stinger in his tail and a pair of forceps in | 


front; also a disposition hardly angelic. The centipede 
is plentiful enough if you want to hunt for him (I never 
cared to) under rocks and boards, in dark and 
semi-damp places; and sometimes he will de 
a little too neighborly, and come into the house 
through some crack. To most people, the centipede is 
very repulsive, but he is not so dangerous as he looks 
to be. True, he can eject poison through each of his 
many stingers, and if excited will do so; but the result 
to the victim is hardly worse than so many bee stings 
would be. The centipede’s movements are usually rather 
sluggish, but if alarmed, he can go like a flash. | 

The scorpion is about as plentiful as the centipede, and 
frequents the same kinds of places. It is scarcely so 
poisonous as the centipede. I have been toki by people 
who had been stung repeatedly by scorpions, while irrt- 
gating, bare-legged, in Salt River Valley, that it hurt 
less than a bee sting. 

Tarantulas, or trap-door spiders, are fairly plentiful 
in some places, but they seldom come into houses, and 
| as for their biting people, I have no doubt they could be 
provoked to do so, and there are reports of their having 
done so, but I have never been able to find any one who 
hed been bitten by a tarantula. They are supposed to 
be poisonous. 


That books like a pretty formidable Ust. doesn't it? 2 


| enough to cause a painful swelling that sometimes lasts 


for several days. This spider is not very common. It 
no doubt belongs to the same species that are reported 
to be in all warm countries. 

The next is the vinegarone, as the Mexicans call it. 
This is a sort of a beetle, some two or three inches long, 
armed with an enormous stinger nearly half his length, 
and nippers like a crab. , 

The Mexicans are very much afraid of them, and say 
“Muy veneno”—very poison—but I have never been able 
to learn of any one that was killed by one of them, and 
the only case I have heard of where a person was stung, 
resulted only in pain and swelling for a day or two. 
The name vinegarone is probably due to the fact of the 
beetle emitting a strong odor like vinegar. I never saw 
but one specimen outside of a bottle. 

The beetle called the Hualapai (Wallapy) tiger should 
not be classed with the venomous any more than the 
mosquito should. He gets you about as the mosquito 
does, only more so; that is, his bite causes an enormous 
swelling; and in some cases much itching, while others 
suffer no other inconvenience than the swelling. This 
insect is rarely seen, 

There is a skunk that is known as the hydrophobia 
skunk, smaller than the black and white striped skunk. 
It is marked with small brown spots, and it has the rep- 
utation of being vicious—that it will bite sleeping people, 
and that its bite causes hydrophobia. I have never been 
dle to satisfy myself as to the truth of this, and 1 have 
strong doubts about its being so, but if it is true, they 
are scarce, and I have never heard that they have bitten 
any one except those sleeping on the ground. : 

But in summing the whole thing up, there is one very 
important fact, and a fact that cannot be disputed, which 
is, that a fear of being bitten or stung by any manner of 
venomous things is senseless, for the danger is very re- 
mote, and the occurrence is so rare that we seldom hear 
of it. | 

It is also an indisputable fact that venomous things of 
all kinds are far rarer in Arizona than people in the East 
suppose. This for the that people stuff, and var- 
iously preserve the different curiosities, such as centi- 
pedes, scorpions, trantulas, Gila monsters, etc., and send 
them to their Eastern friends; and for the further rea- 
son that the curio stores are full of those things, all 
labeled as from Arizona. I have seen more of nearly all 
the venomous things of which I have written, in one 
curio store in Los Angeles, than I have seen in all the 
years I have lived in Arizona. —

Skim Milk. 


N ordinance was recently passed in Chicago forbid- 
A the sale of skim milk, except in cans painted 

red. A recent dispatch from Chicago states that this 
ordinance has practically stopped the trade in skim 
milk in that city. It adds: “Citizens know which vessels 
contain the bluish watery compound, and they are so 
persistently refusing to buy it that inspectors report the 
dealers are handling very little of it.” Now this is a 
mistake. Skim milk is a valuable food, and one of 
the cheapest foods, at the price asked for it. It should 
be fed to human béings instead of pigs. Skim milk con- 
tains 90.5 per cent. of water, as compared with 87 per 
cent. in whole milk, a difference of only 3% per cent. in 
nourishing value This difference consists entirely of 
fat, of which there is only a third of 1 per cent. in the 
skim milk, as compared with 4 per cent. in whole milk. 
Otherwise skim milk contains exactly the same amount 
of muscle and flesh-building constituents as the whole 
milk. Moreover, it is generally agreed that skim milk 
is more easy to digest than whole milk, which contains 
too large an amount of fat—more than is found in the fat 
of human milk. In other words, it is more suitable for 
calves than human beings. It will thus be seen that 
ekim milk is an exceedingly valuable food product. The 
Irish, one of the strongest and most healthy races in 


the world, live chiefly, on skim milk, or buttermilk, and 
potatoes. 


There is no reason why skim milk should be a “bluish, 
watery compound,“ unless it is adulterated with water 
or from sick cows.

Feeding Infants. 

R. WOODWARD, the Health Officer of the Washing- 

ton (D. C.) district, has been criticizing the unwilling- 
ness of American mothers to nurse their infants, which 
he says is the cause of a great number of deaths, 
especially among those who are fed on condensed milk. 
It is true that the aversion of the average American 
woman to the nursing of her child is a bad feature, and 
undoubtedly often results in the death of the child. There 
are cases, however, when the mother has no milk, or 
not sufficient milk, or when she is sickly, that a substi- 
tute must be found. Then it is necessary, not only 
to be sure that the milk is pure, for milk easily absorbs 


impurities, but also to know how to mix it, so as to 


make it suitable for the infant’s stomach, for a cow is 
a very different animal from a woman. Some of the 
infant foods are highly spoken of. Young mothers and 
prospective mothers should read the book by Dr. Holt 


on “The Care and Feeding of Children,”. published by 


Appleton & Co., New York, which was recently reviewed 
in these columns. 


Flesh Eating. 


N The Times of April 7 Dr. W. R. C. Latson, editor 
of the “Health Culture Magazine,” and author of a 
book entitled “The Food Value of Meat,” has an inter- 


esting and convincing article on the vegetarian side of 


the question. He showed that the alimentary tract and 
the teeth both show man to belong to the family of 
apes, and consequently to be naturally frugivorous. As 


to the food values of meat, Dr. Latson shows what has 


frequently been stated in this paper, that such foods as 
peas, beans, lentils and nuts are far more nutritious 


than meat, and that they contain nutrition of the right 


kind necessary to build up flesh and muscle and brain. 
Further than this, Dr. Latson shows that meat eaters 
must necessarily consume a large amount of waste mat- 
ter that is constantly being thrown out of all animals, 
including man. In the human stomach poisons called 
“ptomaines” are generated. As Dr. Latson truthfully 
says: , 

“But when, in addition to the poisons made by his 
own body, he takes in the poisonous waste of another 
animal, the total waste matter is more than the dep- 
urating organs, skin, lungs, bowels and kidneys, can 
remove. When this poisonous matier cannot. be carried 
off by the depurating organs, it ‘remains in the system 
until carried off by some chronic or acute disease. In an 
acute disease, cold,“ or other fever, ‘bilious attack,’ sick 
headache or diarrhoea, the matter is expelled through a 
spasmodic effort of the entire organism. Or the poison- 
ous matter taken in food and not excreted may be re- 
tained for a long time, being stored away little by little 
in some tissue or organ, and constituting what is called 
‘chronic’ disease.” 

These objections to flesh apply to the fresh killed meat 
of healthy animals, such as game, but says Dr. Latson: 

When the meat is allowed to ‘hang’ until it is ‘high’ 
and ‘gamy’—that is, rotten, in plain words—or when 
kept for weeks in cold storage, or when ‘embalmed’ 
with preservatives and hermetically sealed in tin, the 
dangers of eating it are greatly increased. Domestic 
animals used for food are kept under conditions which 
generally render their healthy state impossible. The 
chickens, wandering at will, often obtain their food from 
the most loathsome sources. The pigs, fed on refuse and 
swill, deprived of all exercise, inevitably suffer from 


chronic disease. The cows are often firiven’ (that is,

‘milk fever.“ But they are never buried, except in the 
stomachs of the lovers of ‘roast beef“? : 

Dr. Latson furtier says that at least seven-tenths of 
the population of the globe never eat flesh meat, although 
they are strong, active, healthy, long lived, and do a 
vast amount of hard work. On the other hand, it is an 
undoubted fact that the greatest consumers of meat are 
American club loungers, and people who board at Amer- 
ican hotels, who toi not, neither do they spin,” al- 
though they are arrayed like Solomon in all his glory. 
Is it any wonder that we have in this country far more 
doctors and dentists in proportion to the population than 
are found in any other country of the globe?

The Fasting Cure. | 5 

HE principal work of Dr. Edward Hooker Dewey, the 
apostle of the fasting cure, whose theory has aroused 
so much interest of late, is entitled “The True Science 
of Life.” It is published in the shape of a number of 
lectures, in which the author gradually explains the 
manner in which the truth of this system of natural 


cure was unfolded to him in the face of much opposi- 


tion and skepticism. It contains an introduction writ- 
ten by Rev. George F. Pentecost, a noted English minis- 
ter of the gospel. | 
In an introductory lecture descriptive of his efforts 
as a struggling country physician to get at the true 
method of treating disease, Dr. Dewey says: 
“Now, in all the small cities towns, a physician 


sickness, particularly of those ending fatally, and very 
pa@ticularly where there are indications 
of a disease; hence some estimate can be formed of the 
fomparative success of physicians. After close study of 
this matter for many years it is my strong conviction 
that the death rate in a practice has a range in harmony 
with the number of patients treated, and is very little 
dependent on the science or the art of therapeutics, crude 
or refined.

That an intelligent, think- 
ing human being will put his own life, or the life of his 
wife, or child, into the hands of those who, in every 


“As I have intimated before, this arises from the 
superstitious faith of the people in the power of 
dosage over disease, and this faith of course arises from 
ignorance.” ° 

The book is wriiten in plain language, a 
number of actual cases being described. It carries con- 
viction of sincerity on every page, and should be read 
by all who are interested in hygienic matters. There are 
a few statements which many hygienists will not in- 
dorse. For instance, where Dr. Dewey writes somewhat 
disparagingly of bathing as a means of promoting 
health, and also where he discourages the consumption 
of fresh fruit. However, it would be a wonderful book 
that would be entirely above criticism. The main les- 
son which the author seeks to inculcate is undoubtedly 
based on sound doctrine, and if generally heeded by the 
gublic, would do a vast amount to lessen sickness and 
death. 

The trouble with this system is that it is too simple 
for the average person. When the rich man came to 
J and asked for a prescription and was told to bathe 
in the River Jordan, he was quite disappointed and in- 
dignant. He had expected that the Great Healer would 
work some wonderful miracle in his behalf. So it is with 
your average patients. If he is merely told how to shape 
his diet, and exercise and so forth, he will most likely 
turn up his nose in contempt, and run off to pay a big 
fee to some conscienceless quack, who advertises a won- 
derful remedy for all the ills to which poor humanity 
is heir.

Hives are a sign that 


eating too much food, or food that contains too much 
carbon, or heat-forming material—fat, starch and sugar. 
Food that contains much of these substances should be 
avoided, especially in hot weather, when the body needs 
little fuel to keep up the temperature. Also avoid condi- 
ments and stimulating foods and drinks, such as coffee 
and sweet wines. Eat two meals a day, at noon and in 
Live largely on fresh fruit, salads and 
vegetables during hot weather, but do not eat fruit and 
vegetables at the same meal. Watercress is good to 
purify the blood. Keep the bowels open by exercise 
and diet, and if necessary by injections, but by no 
means take any purgatives.
